COMMERCIAL   STOCKS   OF  BEANS   AND   PEAS,  GRAIN   SORGHUMS,  MISCELLA- 
NEOUS CEREAL  PRODUCTS,  DRIED  FRUITS,  NUTS,  AND  PEANUTS 
ON  JANUARY  1,  1919— SPECIAL  REPORT 


This  report  gives  detailed  information  with  regard  to  commercial 
stocks  of  beans  and  peas,  grain  sorghums,  miscellaneous  cereal 
products,  dried  fruits,  nuts,  and  peanuts,  as  reported  in  the  General 
Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1919.  This  Survey  did  not  cover  stocks 
in  the  hands  of  retail  dealers. 

Preliminary  figures  representing  the  stocks  of  beans,  buckwheat 
flour,  mixed  flour,  and  rice  reported  by  selected  classes  of  business 
up  to  January  18  were  published  in  "Food  Surveys,"  Vol.  II,  No.  16, 
under  date  of  January  25,  1919,  as  a  part  of  the  regular  monthly 
report  for  January.  These  preliminary  figures  are,  of  course,  super- 
seded by  the  data  here  presented,  which  include  not  only  the 
quantities  reported  on  late  schedules  received  subsequent  to  Janu- 
ary 18,  but  also  quantities  reported  by  certain  additional  classes  of 
dealers — classes  which  do  not  submit  monthly  reports. 

The  figures  given  in  the  various  tables  for  total  stocks  on  January 
1,  1919,  include  quantities  in  transit,  which  quantities  are  also 
shown  separately  in  Table  3.  The  comparative  figures  for  1919 
and  1918,  however,  include  only  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the 
dates  specified.  The  "Firms  reporting,"  as  shown  in  the  tables,  are 
the  firms  reporting  actual  stocks  of  the  commodities  in  question. 

Table  1  presents  in  summary  form  the  United  States  totals  for 
the  seventeen  commodities  here  under  consideration.  The  number 
of  firms  reporting  stocks  of  each  commodity  for  January  1,  1919, 
and  the  total  quantities  reported  are  shown  in  the  first  two  columns 
of  this  table. 

The  total  quantities  of  the  several  commodities  on  hand  and  in 
transit,  as  reported  by  manufacturers,  storage  establishments,  and 
wholesale  dealers,  were  as  follows:  Beans  (dry,  edible),  12,711,539 
bushels;  peas  and  lentils  (not  including  cowpeas).  2,189,644 
bushels;  grain  sorghums  (kafir,  milo,  etc.),  1,823,894  bushels; 
miscellaneous  wheat  products  (wheat  breakfast  foods,  macaroni, 
spaghetti,  noodles,  etc.),  65,298,615  pounds;  miscellaneous  corn 
products  (hominy,  grits,  corn  breakfast  foods,  etc.),  70,605,048 
pounds;  buckwheat  flour,  25,352,718  pounds;  mixed  flour,  36,232,- 
857  pounds;  bakery  products  (bread,  crackers,  cakes,  wafers,  etc.), 
51,906,042  pounds;  tapioca,  sago,  cornstarch,  and  other  food 
starches,  84,126,825  pounds;  rice  (cleaned  or  milled),  154,595,855 
pounds;    raisins,   currants,   figs,   and   dates,    213,343,027   pounds; 


prunes,  86,463.192  pounds;  miscellaneous  dried  or  evaporated 
fruits  (including  dried  berries),  88,191.852  pounds;  whole  nuts, 
20.013,637  pounds;  nut  meats  (shelled  nuts),  8,511,040  pounds; 
unshelled  peanuts,  114,364,377  pounds;  and  shelled  peanuts, 
39,894,395  pounds.

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About  .90  per  cent  of  the  firms  reporting  gave  information  for 
January  1,  1918,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1919.  Comparative 
figures  for  these  dates,  based  on  the  reports  from  such  firms,  are 
given  in  the  latter  part  of  Table  1,  and  also  in  greater  detail  in 
Tables  2  and  6.  Tables  1  and  2  also  show  what  percentage  the 
1919  stocks  represent  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  firms  on 
January  1,  1918. 

The  stocks  of  beans  reported  for  January  1.  1919,  as  shown  in 
Table  1,  were  equal  to  141.5  per  cent  of  those  held  by  the  same  firms 
one  year  earlier,  thus  showing  an  increase  of  41.5  per  cent.  The 
stocks  of  peas  showed  a  decrease  of  2.8  per  cent,  and  the  holdings 
of  grain  sorghums  an  increase  of  22.3  per  cent. 

Increased  stocks  were  reported  for  the  various  cereal  products 
(except  rice)  as  follows:  Miscellaneous  wheat  products,  an  increase 
of  7.2  per  cent;  miscellaneous  corn  products,  50.3  per  cent;  buck- 
wheat flour.  110.9  per  cent  (representing  stocks  more  than  double 
those  of  a  year  earlier);  mixed  flour,  213.5  per  cent;  bakery  prod- 
ucts, 17.4  per  cent;  and  tapioca,  sago,  cornstarch,  etc.,  105.4  per 
cent.  The  stocks  of  rice  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were 
21.2  per  cent  smaller  than  those  of  January  1,  1918. 

The  stocks  of  dried  fruits  reported  for  January  1.  1919,  were 
uniformly  smaller  than  the  holdings  of  a  year  earlier,  the  percentages 
of  decrease  being  as  follows:  Raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates,  5.4 
per  cent;  prunes,  33.1  per  cent;  and  miscellaneous  dried  fruits,  11.0 
per  cent.

The  current  holdings  of  whole  nuts  were  smaller  by  31.6  per  cent 
than  those  of  January  1.  1918,  and  the  holdings  of  unshelled  peanuts 
were  21.0  per  cent  smaller.  The  stocks  of  shelled  nuts  and  peanuts, 
on  the  other  hand,  showed  increases  of  43.0  per  cent  and  27.5  per 
cent,  respectively. 

The  relation  between  the  stocks  of  each  commodity  reported  for 
January  1.  1919.  and  those  of  a  year  earlier  is  shown  graphically 
in  Diagrams  1  and  2. 

Table  2  shows  the  stocks  reported  for  January  1,  1919.  by  each 
class  of  business  concerns,  together  with  comparative  figures  for 
1919  and  1918.  similar  to  those  given  in  Table  1  for  all  classes  of 
business  combined.  The  relative  holdings  of  the  several  classes  of 
business  are  also  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  3. 

Since  the  stocks  of  the  commodities  in  this  group  reported  by  the 
meat  packers  represent,  in  most  cases,  stocks  handled  by  their  sales 
department  branches,  such  stocks  have  been  uniformly  classified  as 
wholesale  stocks  and  included  in  the  figures  shown  for  "Other  whole- 
sale dealers." 

Of  the  total  stocks  of  beans  and  peas  reported,  the  elevators  and 
warehouses  (including  the  general  warehouses)  held  considerably 
more  than  one-half  and  the  wholesale  dealers  most  of  the  remainder. 
The  elevators  and  warehouses  likewise  held  more  than  four-tenths 
of  the  grain  sorghums,  and  the  grain  mills  held  about  the  same 
•  quantity. 

Of  the  miscellaneous  wheat  products  the  several  classes  of  manu- 
facturers held  considerably  more  than  four-tenths  and  the  dealers 
about  the  same  fraction;  of  the  miscellaneous  corn  products  the 
manufacturers  held  about  one-fifth,  and  the  wholesale  dealers  held 
three-eighths. 

The  wholesale  dealers  report  one-half  of  the  total  holdings  of 
the  buckwheat  flour  and  six-tenths  of  the  mixed  flour.  The  bakers 
reported  nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  bakery  products,  and  the  whole- 
sale dealers  practically  all  of  the  remainder.     Of  the  total  stocks  of 


tapioca,  sago,  cornstarch,  and  other  food  starches  reported,  the 
manufacturers  held  about  one- fourth,  the  wholesale  dealers  about 
three-tenths,  and  the  bakers  more  than  one-sixth.  Of  the  total 
stocks  of  rice,  the  rice  mills  reported  one-fourth,  the  elevators  and 
warehouses  one-fifth,  and  the  wholesale  dealers  nearly  one-half. 

The  fruit  driers  and  packers  reported  more  than  seven-tenths  of 
the  total  holdings  of  raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates,  and  of  prunes, 
the  wholesale  dealers  reporting  most  of  the  remainder.  Of  the  mis- 
cellaneous dried  fruits,  the  fruit  packers  and  driers  reported  about 
three-tenths,  the  wholesale  dealers  nearly  four-tenths,  and  the  ware- 
houses about  one-sixth. 

Of  the  whole  nuts,  the  wholesale  dealers  reported  about  five- 
eighths,  and  the  warehouses  nearly  three-tenths;  of  the  nut  meats 
(shelled  nuts),  the  warehouses  reported  more  than  three-sevenths, 
and  the  wholesale  dealers  and  the  confectioners  each  about  one- 
fifth:  of  the  unshelled  peanuts,  the  oil  mills  reported  three-fourths 
and  the  peanut  cleaning  and  shelling  plants  more  than  one-eighth; 
and  of  the  shelled  peanuts,  the  warehouses  reported  more  than  one- 
third,  the  confectioners  about  one-sixth,  the  wholesale  dealers  one- 
eighth,  and  the  peanut  cleaning  and  shelling  plants  more  than 
one-tenth.

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Table  3  shows  the  quantity  of  each  commodity  reported  as  in 
transit  by  each  class  of  business.  The  figures  for  goods  in  transit 
were  obtained  under  the  following  instructions:  "Report  as  in 
transit  the  total  quantity  of  each  commodity  which  you  have 
recently  shipped  and  which  you  believe  had  not  been  delivered  to 
the  purchaser  or  consignee  before  the  close  of  business  on  January 


1,  1919."  These  quantities,  as  already  stated,  have  been  uniformly 
included  in  all  totals  shown  for  January  1,  1919  If  it  is  desired  to 
ascertain,  for  any  purpose,  the  quantities  reported  as  on  hand  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey,  exclusive  of  goods  in  transit,  these  may  be 
found  by  subtracting  from  the  totals  shown  in  Table  1  or  Table  2 
the  quantities  in  transit,  as  given  in  Table  3.
